The Renewed War in China. 

It is by no means certain that the Chinese 
authorities were guilty. of the deliberate treach. 
ery by which the English journals attempt to 
explain and excuse. the renewal fof the war. 
They had stipulated in their tredty of last year 
thatthe English might go to Peking. “The con- 
cession was literally forced from ‘them, in 
spite of their earnest. and steady remon- 

»strances: but it was finally made, and, as a 
matter of course, they were bound by it. 

The object of the visit undertaken by Mr, 
Broce, the British Ambassador, : and which re- 
sulted in the ‘war, was simply to exchange rati- 
fications of the treaty. He arrived. at the 
mouth of the Pei-ho on the 20th June, having 
already declined at Shanghai, in concert with 
the French Minister; to meet two Imperial 
Commissioners, Kwrtriane and Kwasnana, on 
the ground that they could hold no official in- 
tercourse with them except at Peking. Kwer- 
Liane assured them that they would find a 
high official deputed to receive them on their 
arrival at the mouth of the Pei-ho, and to con- 
duct them to Peking. ‘They proceeded, there- 
fore, to the mouth of the river: and the China 
Mail of June 22, a journal thoroughly in we

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mouth, and that he would there receive the Ministers, 
and by the Emperor's orders conduct them'to Peking.” 

The North China Herald, another English 
journal, in a letter from the scene of the war, 
dated July 11, gives the following account of 
the same transaction : 

“ A message was sent to the jetty leading up to the 
postern gate to inquire if any preparations had been 
made to meet the United States Minister. The party 
was met by three men dressed as militia, and attended 
by a guard armed with spears and swords, which re- 
mained in the rear, while these three came to the end 
of the jetty to see what was wanted. To'the inquities 
made, they said that they. were’ militiamen, who had 
been appointed to defend. the river; that orders Aad 
been issued from Court to meet and conduct’ the Foreign 
Ministers to the capital; and that the Governor-General 
and Provincial Treasurer had that day gone’ to the upper 
branch of the Pei-ho to make arrangements toreceive them, 
and that if the American vesse] went there she would 
see them; pointing out the place to the party -by some 
junks’ masts seen across the land, No foreign vessels 
could pass this way, and if they attempted to remove 
the stakes they would be fired into,: Az the‘ other en- 
Ya tect anes for SPe.jegnee, spquite.be 


"That night the AGmiral blew. up or removed the 
first row of stakes, and’ two shots were fired from the 
forts; but the second ‘abdttis was too solid to put 
aside. During the forenoon of the 25th a junk brought 
a@ messenger to Mr, Bruow (the British Minister) from 
the Governor-General, at the upper entrance, stating that 
he had arrived, and that the Ministers would be received 
there; but the exact wording of the message is not 
known generally, though its tenor. was peaceful, and 
corresponded, on the whole, with the assertions of the 
Imperial Commissioners at Shanghai. J¢ was consid- 
ered as evasive.” 

Here was @ letter from the Governor-Gen- 
eral, announcing his “arrival for “the éxpress 
purpose of receiving the. Foreign Ministers and 
conducting them to Peking. This confirmed 
fully all the statements which had been previ- 
ously made to the same effect, and was cer- 
tainly calculated to disprove the assumption 
that the \Chinese were acting in bad faith, and 
were intending fo disregard their treaty obliga- 
tions, But Me. Bruce and the British Admiral 
Horr saw fit to consider this letter as evasive: 
—and so, without deigning even @ reply, or 


paying any attenfion to it, they proceeded to 
force their. way up the Pei-ho, but were. thor- 
oughly defeated in the attempt. Both the 
journals from which we have quoted above 
condemn the rash and hasty action of the Brit- 
ish Ambassador, and predict the worst possible 
consequences from the steps thus taken. 

The Mail adds to its narrative the following 
just. comment : : 

“When Kwaitiawa assured the British Minister 
that on his arrival at the mouth of the Pei-ho some one 
would be there to meet him, he did so with entire sin- 
cerity. The correspondence with him would carry 
conviction on this point if it were made-known ; and

regret. The Registry law was intended to 
prevent illegal voting. If it: succeeds in that 
object, it merits general favor :—and this point 
can be determined only by giving ita fair trial. 
Neither political party should wish,—certainly 
neither should be allowed,—either to hinder 
its fair and just execution, or to make use of it 
for advancing its own ends. The Registrars 
are men appointed in each Ward to enrol: the; 
names of “men who ‘are légal voters and 
to exclude all who may. attempt to vote illegally, 
Both political parties should be fairly represent- 
ed upon each one of these local Boards, in order 
to preclude both the fact and the suspicion. 
of partiality and corruption. The framers of | ‘ 
the law took that view of it, and placed the ap- 
pointment of these Registrars in the Board of 
Supervisors,—because that Board was equally 
divided, and. was believed to be above ‘the 
small party trickery to which other branches 
of our City government have always been 
ready to descend. The result shows the mis- 
take that was made. The Democratic .mem- 
bers of the Board proved to be quite as reck- 
less, quite as unscrupulous, quite ‘as ready to 
avail themselves of any eligible opportunity to 
practice a little political thimble-rigging, as the 
Aldermen or Councilmen have ever been. In- 
deed we remember rio act in the history of our 
partisan action quite so openly and shamelessly 
profligate and dishonorable as the conduct of 
Mesérs. Purpy, Bert, Twexp and their asso- 
ciates on this occasion. Perhaps we take an 
exaggerated view of the grossness of their pro- 
ceedings, from having overrated the personal 
character and manliness of some among them. 
They have certainly left us no excuse for again 
ago _ the same mistake, 
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ButHis quite clear that the Democrats in the 
Board of Supervisors did not intend to appoint 
honest men if they could help it.. If they had 
désigned that the law should be fairly executed 
—that all legal voters should be enrolled, and 
all ilegal votes excluded, they. would not have 
resorted to the trick which renders such a re- 
sult almost. impossible. The Registrars are 
evidently expected to permit. Democratic voters 
to be enrolled, whether legal or not ;—and to 
exclude all others so far.as they can find any 
plausible excuse for so doing. The. mere fact 
that provision has been deliberately and inten- 


tionally made for such a proceeding, should ' 
subject those guilty of it to the scorn’ and in-- 


dignation of the whole community. 

There is. now but.one way of providing. any :

. Poll Clerk for each: of the Districts’; atid al- 
though he gaay not overrule any aveiaion or ac-: 
tion ‘of the ‘Registrars, he can nevertheless | 


keep such & watch upon their proceedings as to, 
subject them to punishment for any fraud they 


may attempt, . The Police Commissioners, 
therefore, owe it to the whole community’ to 
do all that may be in their power to restore 
something like an appearance of political equal- 
ity to the Registering Boards.in the several 
districts. It is possible that by firm action on 
their part, the dishonest objects sought by this 
fraud may still be: thwarted.
